Cattle for export purposes are very 
scarce in Alberta this year according to 
H. Lumley of Calgary, buyer for the 
Anglo-Canadian Meat company who is 
in Edmonton today, a guest at the Yale 
hotel. Speaking to a Capital reporter 
this morning Mr, Lumley said that cat- 
tle are being shipped this season from 
Kastern points to supply the demand 
on the Winnipeg market and that they 
can be placed on the market there 
cheaper than cattle from Alberta.

T0 Gel THROUGH 


ROAD FROM EDSON TO GRANDE 
PRAIRIE STILL IN BAD 
SHAPE . 


The statement made to the Capital 
last week by J. B. Taft, who is oper- 
ating a stage from Edson to Grande 
Prairia, to the Gffect that setlors with 
their.own outfits should not attempt to 
make’ the <trip'‘over the government 
road before {he end of another 30 days 
was confirmed yesterday by W. J. 
Kdwards of: Portage la Prairie, who re- 
turnéd to’Humonton’ on Saturday night 
after going from Edson’ to Sturgeon 
lake and haok over the newly con- 
structed - trail. 

The trip to;Sturgeon lake was made 
by Mr. Edwards about two months 
ago when'he drove a-team for J. B. 
Taft, who was (hen taking in supplies 
for his stage line, He remained at 
sturgeon lake for some time before 
starting on. his. return trip to Edson. 
This trip took about ten days and he 
told a Capital reporter yesterday that 
the trail was in much better shape 
than when he went in two months be- 
fore, 

“There are soft spots on the trail,” 
he said, “but they are being repaired 
rapidly by the government's workmen, 
ahout 40 of whom are at work al pre- 
sente“It-would be utter folly, how- 
ever, ‘fgriaracttier to attempt the trip 
before another month has passed, as 
there is no feed to be had along the 
trail. By that time the grass will be 
sood. All the settlers who are on the 
{rail at the present time are making 
arrangements to camp for a month at 
least, as they realize that it will be 
impossible for them to push on. 

“No settler should atlempt to make 
the trip with one team, at any time 
this year, as (here are hills on the trail 
that make il necessary to use two 
‘eams to a wagon. One of these hills 
is on the north side of the Little Toney 
river, 40 miles-north of the Athabas- 
ca river, and the other is about 20 
miles north of the House river. The 
srades are go sleep in some places 
that it is necessary to let the wagon 
down with a rope, without which, by 
the way, a settler should not travel.

Of these, three are students 
who were first enroiled for second or 
third year work and are not therefore 
wholly graduates of this university. 
The other candidates for degrees. are 
those who have been taking special 
courses in the institution although not 
in regular atendance, Not until next 
year will here be a class of students 


graduated who have taken their entire ! 


course in the provincial university. 
The three students upon whom will 
be conferred the bachelor degrees this 
afternoon are Miss Dobinson of KEd- 
monton whi will take a B.Se., and 
Messrs. R. H. Dobson and A. J. Law of 
Strathcona who receive their B.A.'s.

Washington, D.€., May 16.—lIn the 
supreme court of the United States 
yesterday the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey and its nineteen subsidiary 
companies was declared to be a com- 
bination in restraint of trade and held 
to be monopolizing inter-state com- 
merce in violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. Dissolution of the com- 
bination was ordered te take place 
Within the next six months. This or- 
der ends the tremendous struggle on 
the part of the government to put down 
by authority of law, a combination 
Which it claimed was a menaee. The

If the Oliver investigation, which is scheduled to commence in 
Ottawa tomorrow goes into the affairs of the minister of the interior 
with anything like the thoroughness which'the circumstances of the 
case justify, there will be no doubt at the finish as to where the 
money came from. 

y No investigation to discover this point could be sufficient with- 
out a complete examination of the officials of the bank in Edmonton) 
where Mr. Oliver placed the $50,000 and the $19,350 to his credit, and 
an equally exhaustive examination of the officials of the bank in Ot- 
tawa, from which the latter sum was transferred to the Edmonton 


account. H 

Unless all these books are placed on the table and all these 
officials are examined, there will be no way of satisfying the public 
as to the source of Mr. Oliver’s sudden wealth, for it is now very ap- 
parent that Mr. Oliver himself has no intention whatever of telling 
the public where the money came from. 

If Mr.. Oliver and his friends who are defending his course of 
silence undertake to block the inquiry and make it difficult or even 
impossible to bring the bank accounts and the bank officials into 
the investigation, there will be little room for Mr. Oliver to claim it 
as a virtue that he consented to an investigation. 

If Mr. Oliver's case will stand investigation at all it will stand 
the examination of his bank accounts both here and in Ottawa. 

If Mr. Oliver has, as he claims, nothing to fear from an inves- 
tigation, he could save’ the country the cost of an investigation by 
laying these two accounts on the table and explaining the items. 


Edmonton’s Charter 
a Huge Burlesque 
of Inconsistencies 


If evidence were necessary to prove that the system of govern- 


ment under which the-Edmonton charter provides this city must‘be | __ 


administered is a clumsy and awkward farce, the investigation which 
is now going, on at the city hall furnishes proof aplenty. 

Consider, for instance, what a farce comedy the persent situa- 
tion must present to citizens of other. erta cities. A commission- 
er in office, appointed by the council, who refuses to be dismissed by 
the same authority through which he was placed in office. An in- 
junction which restrains the council from dismissing the man whom 
it had appointed without examining his qualifications or his peculiar 
predilictions as a trouble-maker. A judgment of the court which 
says that commissioners are in a different position to other human 
beings, and no matter what they may be doing to wreck the value of 
the five million dollars worth of utilities entrusted to their care, can- 
not be dismissed without a whole rigamarole of investigation at 
which the council are really the people who are investigated and at 
which lawyers whose business it is to becloud the issue do their best 
to bring to a standstill the whole machinery of city administration. 
Weeks and months of the best building season passing in wrangling 
and recrimination while the city suffers from things undone and 
public works are left standing on account of the fight. 

What the present fight will cost the city in dollars and dignity 
will never be computed, but it will have at least given the citizens 
one value for the money. It will have shown that under the present 
charter the city may have a Bouillon thrust upon it that it cannot 
shake off, no matter what the cost to the city of his presence in office. 

Until this city gets a recall system in vogue there is little 
chance of geting city business done in the way tht it should be 
done and there is no chance of placing the choice of Sooner 
in the hands of the ratepayers, where it belongs, and out of the 
reach of the courts into whose hands it cannot be allowed to go 
without subverting the will of the people and establishing in the 
place of democracy government by injunction. 


Amalgamation, 
Monopolization 
or Disintegration 


In a judgment handed down by the supreme court of United 
States the highest tribunal of the land of the free has decided that 
the Standard Oil company is a combination in restraint of trade. 

' Of course, the fact that the Standard is a copper fastened mon- 
opoly is something of which practically every householder on the 
continent has common knowledge, but this is the first time that a 
legal opinion to that effect has been made to stand up through all 
the courts, and it will be with considerable interest that later devel- 
opments will be watched for. | 

The higher critics of political economy and society, of course, 
contend that the trust or monopoly is a natural outgrowth of present- 
day conditions and that it comes into use as naturally as a partner- | 
ship or a company, and to these the trust represents the highest point | 
of industrial efficiency so far attained in United States or anywhere | 
else. Beyond this they see nothing but the socialization of the} 
trustified industry and the absolute elimination of wasteful com- | 
petition by the nationalization of its operation. | 

To the Roosevelt and Taft school of thought the proper method 
of procedure is exactly the opposite. The trust is a detestable and 
destested thing, to be smashed and disintegrated and stamped out 
with as little respect as would be meted out to a forger or a bucket- 
shop ring. 

The judgment of the supreme court is in line with the latter | 
thought. If it is carried out to its logical conclusion, the SE 
Oi. will be dismembered and the subsidiary companies separated 
from the parent company, each to operate under different manage- | 
ment and a different head. 

The effect of the supreme court judgment on the Standard will) 
furnish a first-class instance from which to judge the soundness of 
the contention of the higher critics of sociology. 

If the Standard, the greatest of all industrial amalgamations, 
continues toward centralization in spite of the verdict of the higher 
court in the land, it may be taken for granted that centralization 
and monopolization are the inevitable outcome of the present indus- 
trial system and that the courts and politicians who would deal with 
the trusts by attempting to disintegrate them are reactionaries, on 
a par with the mobs who smashed the spinning jenny and burned 


the cotton gin.
